Pennsylvania field, an issue was 
at once precipitated between the 
utilitarian and artistic mind. Cana¬ 
dians who took pride in their na¬ 
tional park protMted that its pur¬ 
pose and its beauty would be des¬ 
troyed if the mountains were dis- 
figmed by mining operations and 
imners’ sliacks.

.'\iul ill spile of all this, great classes of the English proletariaf 
have sunk no dcejicr than they were in 1K48. On the contrary by theUl 
solid strength they have worked their way up to light and freedom, 

Mr. Hans von Nostiz has recently devoted a very comprehenrir* 
and thorough work to the rise of the working class in England. W* 
extract from this work only a few facts. 

“The best pnxif of the material rise of the lower classes," writa 
von Nostiz, "is tlic decrease in mortality, whether this may be caused 
oy better fooil. lietter lionsiiig or Iwllcr general care of the heahh. 

"Froni a comparison of statistical investigations for the yetf* 
1838 to 1854 and 1876 to i88<), Humphreys finds that tbe mortality ol 
the male sex between the ages of 5 and 25 lias diminished 28 to 30 per 
ecnl, while the nKirtality of the female sex Ixtween the ages of 5 and 
35 has diminished 24 to 35 jkt cent. Consequently the average lenflih 
of life for iiteii has increased alxmt two years, and for women hat 
even iiicrcaseil alioiit 3'> years.

That theic 
condition has remarkably Sii^roved since 1848 there can be no douiit« 
and the best proof of this is m the fact, that for more than fifteen 
years not only have their employers been upon exceedingly good terms 
with them, but they also with their employers. They, form an aristoc¬ 
racy among the uxirking clast they have succ-eded in enforcing for 
tlieraselvcs a relatively comfortable position, and they acccptlt as 
final.”

|^l»c cease to jxdm it out as t«ic of the clearest examjilcs of in- 
sineere, hvjHicritical morality that has thus far been exhibited. That 
New York, whose luitcis arc reeking and gilded haunts of unbridlc<l 
vice, that New A’ork that couhl honor and al»ase itself before such men 
a* the merchant prince Marshall F'ichl with his train of coitcubines, 
sboulil not only iwint the finger of shame at the well-ntoaning Gorky, 
but should load iiini down under itsbriital jireleiitions to sitjK'rior gixxl- 
ncss. is a thing not likely to lie forgotten. 

II. ( 1 . Wells, the famous l£ngli>h novelist, has just l>ecn writing 
of the Gorky case. From his article wc take the following: 

".Save for a few coinmun greetings he lias no other language than 
l\us.,i;m. So it was necessary tliat he should bring with him some one 
he euuld trust to interpret him to the world. Ami liaviiig, itai. nnich of 
the jir.iclical licJjilessness of his t> tie of gcniits, he could not come with¬ 
out hi> riglit hand, that brave ami iionorahle lady, .Mine, .\mlreicva, 
who has Ik-ch now for years in everything hut the severe.-.t legal sense 
his wife. 

"Russia has no Dakota,ami although liis legal wife has long since 
found anolhor conijuniun, the ortlioUox clmrch in Ku.s.sia has no 
divorci- facilities for men in the revolutionary camp. So Mine. .An- 
dreieva stands to him as George Eliot stocKl to (.ieorge I.ewes; and I 
t'ljiji-)'!- the twTi of them had ahvost forgotten the technical illegality of 
their tie until il hurst njsan them and tlie .\nicrican public in a nioii- 
Strou'. sloriii of exposure. 

"It was like a siiniincr thunder storm. .\t one moment fiofkv was 
in the immense sunshine, a jdenijiolcntiary from ojijiression to libertv; 
at the next he was Ix-ing almost literally'pcited through the streel.s. 

"I do not know wliat motive aetnateil a certain .section of the 
'Ainerican jiress to initiate this jH-liing of .Maxim Gorky. .A jiassion 
for moral juirity may jicrhaps liavc pronijitcd it, hut eciiainlv m> iias- 


ly erailicateel In place of a weak and 
ct ntemptible community, the jircy 
of a thousand jiiratieal husiness en- 
tcrjiriscs. there is arising a coni- 
iiiunity stronger and nobler tlian 
any business—tliaii all Ixisiness jiut 
together.
